believed that the bombs observecl viere largcr than tho previously irnorm 1*000 kg 
bombe* Sfforts have been initiated to obtain moro exact infomation*

the inner low frequency landing beacon was kncwn previously« Stich rows of 
Spotlights* which are used.to faciütate night landinge* have also been observed

The fuel tanks reported may have a .total storage capacity of 2*4 mdllion liters 3 
This would roughly correspond to tho total fuel storago capacity .reported for the 
Brand airfield* It may be assumed that theso two airfields* which are cccupied 
by bomber units* are provided with about the samo facilitios, The fuel storage 
•capacity reported for tho two fields* which is five tarne s the capacity of the 
other airfields in the Soviet Zone of Gerrnany* indicatoß that tho j may be 
earmarked for usa by muXtiplo^mcine convcntional or tot bomber
